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COINS OF SOUTHERN RHODESIA - A HISTORY - PART 2 
By John Vandigriff 

The obverse design of the first Southern Rhodesia coins bore 
the crowned effigy of King George the Fifth, consisting of head and 
bust, wearing the Robe of State with the Collar of the Garter and 
looking to the left. The inscription was "George V, King-Emperor". 


The reverse of the coins had the inscription "Southern Rhodesia" 
the denomination, the date and the following designs: 

Half-crown: The Shield of Arms of Southern Rhodesia surmounted 

with the Royal crown. On a scroll are the symbols 
"G V RI". 

Florin: A sable antelope. 

Shilling: The Zimbabwe bird. 


Sixpence: Two Native war-axes saltirewise. 

Threepence: Three Native spear-heads. 


In 1933, a new "Coinage Act", which repealed the "Coinage Act, 
1932", came into operation. This Act made no provision for the 
minting of gold coins and excluded Ifaion of South Africa coins from 
the legal tender of the Colony. 

Southern Rhodesia Coins were first issued in Nyasaland in 1933 
and in Northern Rhodesia in 1934. 

In 1934, the first Southern Rhodesia coins of Id and l/2d 
denominations were issued. These were made of cupro-nickel (75% 
copper and 25% nickel). The obverse design of these coins com- 
prised a Double Rose, crowned within a broken circle, with the 
inscription "George V, Ki ng- Emperor" . This design was adapted 
from a design which had been prepared some years previously by the 
late Mr. Derwent Wood, R.A. The rose was a Tudor Rose. The coins 
had a hole in the center. 

The reverse impression consisted of a design prepared by the 
Royal Mint engravers, comprising a simple arrangement of the name 

of the Colony, the year and, within ornamental scrolls, the denom- 
ination. 


In 1936, the death of King George the Fifth occured and silver 
coins minted thereafter bore, for the obverse impression, the 
crowned effigy of King George the Sixth, consisting of head looking 
to the left, and the inscription "George VI, King-Emperor". No 

^ ere roiled during the short reign of King Edward the Eighth 
in 1936. 3

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COINS OF SOUTHERN RHODESIA - A HISTORY - PART 2 (Continued) 


The new "Coinage and Currency Act, 1938" came into effect on 
January 3, 1939 and all previous coin legislation was repealed* 

The new Act provided for minting of silver coins of the denominations 
3d to 2/6d and cupro-nickel and bronze coins of Id and l/2d denomin- 
ations. British coins ceased to be legal tender in Southern Rhodesia 
on July 8, 1939.

SOUTH AMERICAN LEADS PRICE RISE OF SCARCE MINO RS 

A study of the NI prepared List of Underpriced Coins in the Sixth 
Edition shows that 597 of the 757 listed coins advanced in price. 

Of the remaining 160 coins -- 5 declined, 127 remained unchanged and 
28 listings were omitted from the new book. Catalogue value of 
these coins rose from $346.55 to $970.15 in the Seventh Edition, an 
increase of 180%. 

South American coinage led the general price increase, making the 
strongest showing. European coinage was led by Albania, early Rus- 
sian, Sweden and the Vatican. The main strength in Africa and Asia 
was in the Portuguese Colonials and the early British Colonials. 

The "undecipherable” coins of China, Egypt, Indian Native States, 
Iraq, Morocco , Nepal, Persia and Turkey showed the least gain and 
contained most of the 127 coins in the unchanged category. The 
scarcity of these coins was certainly not reflected in their pric- 
ing in the Seventh Edition and is due for correction at a later 
date. The only strength in the Arabic and Oriental coinage was in 
the early issues of Siam.
